A third young woman almost 
lost her life at the same time. 
The- women were Mins Sarah Max. 
who was on a visit here. and Mrs. 
Benjamin Ziff, aged twenty four years. I 
Hie wife of a scrap iron dealer, who 
formerly 
lived 
in 
Philadelphia, 
but 
moved here with ber husband about a 
year ago. 
I.ast week upon her Invitation her 
two cousins, Miss Saran Max, aged 
eighteen years, and Mi** Beulah M at, 
aged twenty years, c am e on to spend 
a fortnight’s vacation with Mrs Ziff 
Great preparation* were made by 
Mr and Mrs. Ziff to entertain their 
guest*. These included the pure hase 
of a rowboat for excursion* on the 
river, the l^hlgh at this season being 
an attractive place. The Misses Max 
brought along bathing suit* tor them 
selves and also one for Mr* Ziff. 
While Mr. Ziff wa* busy with his 
work the three young women walked 
down the tow path to a spot below 
the station of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, where they entered the 
water to bathe. 
At this point the river sud the < attal 
meige. 
The young women evidently 
m iscalculated the depth cif the water, 
whic h was very c lear 
After taking 
only a few Step* in the river they got 
to a * pot where the bottom dipped 
abruptly, and they *ank beyond their 
depth. 
Non** of the three could swim and 
no help was near. According to the 
account of Mtsa Beulah Max. the sur­ 
vivor. they struggled and screamed 
with all their might. After an almost j 
superhuman effort, although she wa*! 
ti na tile to swim. Mis* Beulah reached 
shore. 
Aile was so exhausted she could not 
move to help them w moi she saw her; 
sister aud cousin drown In the clear j 
water she could see where they went 
down and wh-re their bodies lay. 
Hoping against bofie that if the 
bodies were taken out at once there 
might be a chant'** for resuscitation, 
M is* Max half 
staggered and half 
crawled to the nearest house, goo feet 
away 
When she arrived there she 
was so exhausted that for a time she 
could not talk. Her condition and the 
sign* she made, however, told plainly 
oi the accident that had happened. 
Abc* wa* carried back to the river 
bank. There, betw*en gasp* for her 
breath, she told of the drowning, and 
as she pointed into tbe water the 
tHKiie* of the drowned women were 
seen.

Reed anet William Kmerv 
dived and brought the dead women to 
shore. 
Dr. Heber wa* summoned, and 
he. with the aid of th** rescuer* and 
other*, worked nearly an hour until all
